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SACRAMENTO Beware of 
the Brown Recluse! And this 
has no connection with the 
most recent ex-governor of 
California, Edmund G. Brown.

A timid little spider, known 
as the brown recluse, has 
been causing public health 
problems in 13 southern and 
southwestern states. But a 
spider similar to it also has 
been reported in Arizona and 
California.

The brown recluse is not 
as deadly as the black widow 
and bites only in self defense. 
But the problem is that it 
is not an outdoor species like 
the black widow. The brown 
recluse hides in socks, shoes, 
bedclothes and the like. In 
Arkansas, as many as 500 to 
600 of the insects have been 
removed from a single home.

SACRAMENTO   The Cal­ 

ifornia Supreme Court has 
voted 6-1 for a ruling which 
would require state courts to 
conform to federal law which 
orders a broad application of 
arbitration provisions in labor 
contract disputes.

The opinion reversed a de­ 
cision of the San Diego Su­ 
perior Court. That court had 
denied a petition of the AFL- 
CIO Butchers Union, Local 
229, asking the court to com

arbitrate 
dispute.

the dispute involved an in­
terpretation of regulations of live bagaining agreement.

The State Supreme Court 
pointed out that the federa 
law requires a state court 
"order arbitration unless, af 
ter resolving all doubts in fa 
vor of the procedure, it can 
determine with positive 
surance that the arbitration 
clause does not cover the dis­ 
pute."
